Letty  Pogrebin  was  raised  in  an  observant 
Jewish  home.  As  an  adolescent,  she  experi¬ 
enced  an  agonizing  rejection  from  Judaism, 
because  she  was  female,  that  made  her  question 
her  religion  to  its  moral  core.  At  15  she 
disassociated  herself  from  organized  Judaism 
and  it  wasn’t  until  nearly  20  years  later-after 
several  family  crises  and  spiritual  and  political 
transformations-that  she  began  to  reconsider 
her  decision  and  return  to  her  roots. 

Deborah,  Golda,  And  Me  is  about  her  journey; 
it  is  about  her  alienation  from  Judaism,  her 
subsequent  embrace  of  feminism,  and  her  strug¬ 
gle  to  reconcile  these  two  identities.  In  the 
process  of  telling  her  deeply  personal  story,  she 
touches  on  every  issue  that  affects  Jewish

Times  and  N.Y.  News  day,  as  well  as  in  numer¬ 
ous  journals  and  magazines.  In  addition,  she  has 
contributed  to  many  textbooks  and  anthologies 
and  has  received  many  honors  and  awards  for 
her  writing  and  activities.  She  also  is  on  the 
boards  of  a  large  number  of  civic  and  profes¬ 
sional  organizations.

From  The  Rabbi’s  Desk 

Many  of  you  enjoyed  a  truly  exciting  evening  of 
Jewish  Liturgical  Music  a  few  weeks  ago  when 
we  welcomed  the  composer  Prof.  Bonia  Shur  to 
our  synagogue.  All  of  us  were  enthralled  by  his 
compositions,  and  I  have  taken  the  liberty  of 
printing  his  letter  to  Cantor  David  Lefkowitz 
hereunder. 

Dear  David: 

I  again  would  like  to  express  to  you  my  deep 
gratitude  for  inviting  me  to  become  a  part  of  a 
glorious  musical  heritage  cultivated  from  year 
to  year  at  your  synagogue. 

Although  I  have  heard  most  of  my  work 
performed  by  various  ensembles  under  my 
leadership  or  under  the  leadership  of  others,  I 
felt  a  special  privilege  to  sit  in  the  midst  of  your 
congregation  with  my  sons,  their  girl-friends, 
and  my  friends  on  both  sides  of  me,  and  to  have 
inhaled  the  festivity  of  the  moment.  To  listen  to 
the  beauty  and  strength  of  your  vocal  mastery 
wrapped  in  a  transparent  layer  of  sensitivity  and 
deep  understanding  of  my  “kavanah”  in  the 
rendition  of  the  liturgical  texts  and  to  follow  the 
flow  of  my  work  through  the  marvelous  blend 
of  the  choristers,  interlaced  with  the  woodwinds 
and  exquisite  tone  of  the  double  bass,  inter¬ 
woven  in  a  unique  harmonic  tapestry  by  Maes¬ 
tro  Abe  Kaplan  [was  a  special  experience  for 
me]. 

I  deeply  appreciated  the  willingness  of  Neil 
Robinson  to  kiss  his  beloved  organ  good-bye  for 
one  evening  and  to  accept  the  synthesizer  as  the 
instrument  of  the  day  and  to  be  able  to  extract 
from  it  the  most. 

Rabbi  David  Lincoln’s  remarks  touched  in  me  a 
nostalgic  chord  for  my  city.  Only  a  few  learned 
rabbis  in  our  generation  are  familiar  with  the 
personalities  and  works  of  Joseph  Rosen  (Rogat- 
zover  Gaon)  and  Reb  Meir  Simcha  who  were 
considered  the  “Ge’onim”  of  their  generations. 
And  here,  a  rabbi  in  New  York  City  knows 
about  my  little  town!  I  liked  his  genuine  warmth 
and  relaxed  and  free-flowing  communication 


with  the  congregation  that  was  devoid  of  any 
distancing  and  arrogance. 

I  am  glad  that  I  had  the  chance  to  address  the 
congregants  during  the  reception.  It  allowed  me 
to  feel  the  people  and  communicate  with  them 
on  a  level  I  felt  comfortable  with. 

I  hope  that  you  and  I  will  stay  in  touch  via  many 
avenues  of  human  endeavor.  I  became  fond  of 
you  and  I  would  love  this  fondness  to  be 
nourished  by  a  mutual  professional  and  human 
touch. 

Please  express  my  gratitude  to  Miriam  Waller- 
stein  for  her  excellent  writeup  in  the  program- 
notes.

Hillel  and  his  disciples  declared  Chamisha  Asar 
B’Shevat  a  semiholiday.  They  called  it  “Rosh 
Hashana  L’  Ilanot”  (the  New  Year  for  Trees) 
because  by  this  day  in  Israel  the  annual  rains 
have  ended  and  a  new  annual  cycle  of  tree 
growth  begins. 

On  this  as  well  as  on  virtually  all  issues,  the 
School  of  Hillel’s  decision  was  accepted  and 
since  the  first  century,  C.E.,  the  15th  day  of  the 
month  of  Shevat  has  been  celebrated  as  the  New 
Year  for  Trees. 

No  special  liturgy  or  festivity  is  described  for 
the  day.  But  in  Israel,  the  ancient  practice  of 
planting  trees  has  been  revived  and  school 
children  and  others  do  so  on  Tu  B’Shevat. 

In  our  religious  school,  the  children  plant  trees 
in  Israel  through  the  Jewish  National  Fund.

News  Briefs  From  The 
Jewish  Theological  Seminary 
Of  America 

Model  Schechter  High  School 
To  Open  At  Seminary 
In  September 

Metropolitan  area  Jewish  youth  will  soon  have 
the  opportunity  to  attend  Manhattan’s  first 
Solomon  Schechter  co-educational  high  school. 
Located  on  the  campus  of  The  Jewish  Theologi¬ 
cal  Seminary  of  America,  the  school  will  open 
in  September  1992  with  a  ninth  grade,  adding  a 
grade  per  year  for  the  next  three  years. 

“The  only  enlightened  and  effective  response  to 
the  kind  of  Jewish  attrition  we  have  seen 
reflected  in  recent  demographic  surveys  is 
intensive  Jewish  education,”  says  Rabbi  Ismar 
Schorsch,  the  Seminary’s  chancellor.  “That  is 
why  Jewish  education  has  been  and  continues  to 
be  the  Seminary’s  number  one  priority.  And 
that  is  why  creating  a  model  Solomon  Schechter 
high  school  is  of  such  importance  to  us.” 

In  addition  to  New  York  City,  the  school  will 
draw  on  Westchester  and  Rockland  counties  in 
New  York  and  Bergen  County  in  New  Jersey 
for  its  student  body.  Eligible  students  include 
those  with  day  school  backgrounds,  as  well  as 
non-day  school  students  who  are  highly  moti¬ 
vated  and  Jewishly  committed. 

The  new  high  school  will  offer  an  academically 


rigorous  array  of  courses  in  the  humanities, 
romance  languages,  natural  sciences,  computer 
sciences,  the  arts  and  mathematics,  as  well  as 
the  full  spectrum  of  courses  in  Judaica  (includ¬ 
ing  Hebrew  language,  literature,  Talmud,  Jew¬ 
ish  history  and  bible).  A  preparatory  program 
will  enable  students  coming  from  non-day 
school  backgrounds  to  participate,  making  the 
school’s  offerings  available  to  a  broader  seg¬ 
ment  of  Jewish  youth.

Moscow  Update 

Mikhail  Krutikov  arrived  at  The  Jewish  Theo¬ 
logical  Seminary  on  October  13  to  pursue  a 
doctorate  in  Jewish  Literature.  He  is  the  first 
student  from  Russia  to  come  as  part  of  an 
exchange  with  Moscow’s  Russian  State  Univer¬ 
sity  of  the  Humanities. 

Under  the  exchange,  Dr.  David  Fishman  went 
to  Moscow  to  launch  a  historical  Jewish  studies 
program  at  the  university  on  behalf  of  the 
Seminary  and  the  YIVO  Center  for  Jewish 
Research.  That  program  already  has  exceeded 
everyone’s  hopes.  Instead  of  15  students,  there 
are  now  about  50,  necessitating  day  and  evening 
sessions. 

There  have  been  a  few  ironies.  For  example, 
Fishman  spent  a  frantic  few  days  trying  to  learn 
how  to  say  “lard”  in  Finnish.  The  non-kosher 
animal  fat  is  used  in  breads  sold  in  what  was  the 
U.S.S.R.,  including  at  the  Western-style  Fin¬ 
nish  supermarket  near  the  university.  Fishman 
needed  to  know  what  the  word  was  so  he  could 
avoid  products  that  contain  it. 

Another  irony:  The  Jewish  studies  program  is 
being  housed  in  the  plush  facilities  which  once 
served  as  a  school  for  high  Communist  Party 
officials.
